"Although seamen's wages and food 


were never better than they are at present, 
our youngsters do not take kindly to the 
sea, and moat of those who do go, after a 
voyage or two, leave it in disgust," said 
Captain Duncan McClean. "The restraint 
of discipline is Irksome and often offensive. 
Young America is too accustomed to hav- 
ing his own way ashore to bend to the way 
of another afloat. 


"Every ship must be a despotism, and no 


matter how kindly it may be adminis- 
tered, the young, who have imbibed the 
idea that 'Jack is as good as his master, 
do not reliih the idea of inferiority. The 
work at sea is not hard—not near as hard 
»s most mechanical labor—and if a sailor 
Is economical he can save more money than 
he could as a mechanic. 


"A single man iu our coasting trado can 


save at least t250 a year. An able seaman 
iu the navy can do even better than this, 
nnd hnve a lKood liuie,' for th« work It* 
not hard, and even if taken sick be does not 
lose any pay, but has the best of medical 
attendance free. 


"Most of our deep water business is In 


tlie California and European grain trade. 
Our East India nnd China trade is carried 


I on by British steamers, manned of course 


I by British seamen, who must follow the 


sou or starve, for they have no other occu- 


I pation. On the other hand, most American 


seamen are 'jacks of all trades,' and If one 
thing fails, they can turn their hand to 
another. 


"Our merchant shipowners, as a rule, do 


not wish to be bothered with tbe care of 
apprentices, most of whom, by the tiini 
they have acquired the use of their 'se 
legs,' leave the sea. 


"To mnn our navy we must enlarge 01 


apprenticeship system, for we cannot rel 
on tlie mercantile marine in time of peac 
Iu a popular war volunteers would com 
forward fasterthan they would be require 
In a very short time our navy will L 
manned by men who have been trained i 
our schoolships, and who regard the na' 
as their home for life. 


"The men employed in our coasting trad 


are steady and hardy, and most of thei 
have families, the responsibility of whic 
keeps them on their good behavior. Man 
of our fishermen, who in a very short tim 
make excellent Bailors, belong to the Britisl 
provinces of North America and becom 
citizens and settle among us. 


"We bavn plenty of good material out o 


which to make seamen; all we require is tc 
systematize It. The more schoolships w 
can have the better.

Upon the occasion referred to the play 
made a big nit, and tha flrst three acts 
were presented with all the regularity and 
smoothness of cloclcworlc. At tills point, 
however, Dixey made the discovery that 
the property man bad neglected to provide 
putt.y for that rubicund judicial nose. 
Hastily summoning acall boy Dixey sent 
him out to procure tbe missing article. It 
was nearly time for the curtain when the 
youngster reappeared and reported, "I 
can't get no putty nowhere." Then Dixey 
gave an I mpromptu war dance which would 
have made him instantly famous had he 
been before an audience, and seizing tbe 
boy shouted: "Quick nowl Get me some 
flour!

He walked up one aisle and down 
the other, looking disturbed, and apparent- 
ly aware that he was the object of ill-sup- 
pressed merriment, until at last, hearing 
the voice of good old Doctor Chandler in 
the opening services, he reluctantly and 
shamefacedly mounted the modern plat- 
form and composed himself to sleep. 


Not long after this Mr. Smead died, and 


his farm was sold to Mr. Parmenter, a 
goodBaptist deacon, who attended his 


iMk'eto the'new religion. Every Sunday 
tneratng when th* family started tor 
church he was ready, and trotted along by 
the side of the wagon until he came to the 
place where tba road branched off toward 
the Congregational meeting house. 
At 


that point be parted company with the 
family and stood by his own creed. 


For some years longer tbe old dog was 


the most constant member of that society, 
never missing attendance upon the Sunday 
services,' rain or shine, until his dog days 
were ended.—Cor. Vonth's Companion.

THE ROYAL ROUTE TO THE SEA. 


[Tbe 
following article which we quote 


from the Philadelphia Inquirer of May 6th, 
is a deserved compliment (o the present roan 
agement of the Philadelphia & Reading 
Railroad Company.] 


None of tbe many achievement* of the 


present management of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company lenectn more 
credit than the rebuilding and rehabilita- 
tion of the Atlantic City Railroad. Previous

The result has been that multitudes ol 
people, earnest Christian people, either 
know nothing about the society at all 
or think of it as some great publishing 
house. Of its work in this land, of ita 
great missionary work in other lands 
they know little or nothing. 


The time is propitious for an advance. 


There is no reason why the American 
Bible society should not be a leader i» 
the great missionary work of the church 
If the methods of ito earlier life are no 
the best fitted for differing circumstances 
for new exigencies, they can be changed 
without altering in any sense the funds' 
mental principles on which it has stood 
for seventy-five years. If it can print 
maps and correct headings it can surely 
print a concordance. An inferior ver- 
sion should not crowd ont a superior 
one, even if that be not absolutely per- 
fect In short, if the American Bible 
society will seize the vantage ground 
that is open to it, and show that it is in 
hearty sympathy with the best methods 
of work even if they be new, it will hold 
an even higher place than it has held 
before.
